Atherton'to Cairo via Amman 
Some progress, but 
text of ‘principles’ 
still not settled

While the Israel-Egypt 
miilitary talks are almost cer- 
tain to resume in Cairo next 
week, there are still obstacles on 
the road to ἃ resumption of the 
political dialogue. U.S. Assts- 
tant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton will take the latest 
Israeli positions on a ‘‘declara- 
tion of principles'’ to Cairo after 
the weekend, but a number of 
key points in the draft statement 
are understood to be still in dis- 
pute. 

Israel {s balking at the use of the 
term “legitimate rights’’ of the 
Palestinians in President Carter's 
compromise formula, which Ather- 
ton hopes to make the basis of an 
agreed declaration of principles. 

Atherton met with Premier 
Menahem Begin, Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan and Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman at the premier’s of- 
fice yesterday, but apparently no 
progress was achieved on this point, 
Israel is also unhappy with the term 
“tall its aspecta’’ in Carter's 
reference to the Palestinian 
problem. 

“Legitimate rights" is widely in- 


terpreted as implying the right to in- 
dependence, while “all its aspects’ 
is commonly construed to refer to the 
problem of Palestinians | Hving out- 
side the West Bank and Gaza. Israel 
insists that the political negotiations 
deal only with West Bankers and 
Gazans, and not with the demand 
that “exiled™ Palestinian Arabs be 
given the right to return. 

After talking with Atherton, Begin 
told newsmen that he expected the 
eabinet on Sunday to decide to send 
Weizman tack to Calro "Ἢ nothing 
special happens between now and 
then.” This qualification was taken 
to mean that Israel! still conditions its 
attendance at the military talks on & 
cessation of hostile attacks in the 
Cairo media. 

Atherton himself noted some 
progress in the politica! talks but, as 
throughout his week of quiet contacts 
with Israeli offtctals, he refused te 
specify, maintaining the low profile 
he has assiduously cultivated for his 
delicate rescue mission. 

Today Atherton will fly to Amman, 
where he will coli on King Hussein. 

State Department Mideast 
spokesman George Sherman insisted 
the mecting would merely be a 
courtesy call. He was at pains to play

Dayan expresses belief 
that agreement is near

RAMAT GAN. — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan said yesterday he 
believes Israel and Egypt are within 
reach of agreement on ἃ, declaration 
of principles governing a Middle 
East peace. He added that Egypt 
would eventually agree to the con- 
tinued existence of Jewish 

settlements in Sinaf. 

In an address at Bar-an Universi- 
ty, Dayan also said that "‘con- 
siderable progress" had already 
been made, through American’ 
diplomatic efforts, since the 
breakdown of the political talks in 
Jerusalem last Wednesday. 

But Dayan said he could not be 
sure the Egyptians would continue 
efforts to conclude a peace treaty 
‘with Israel. Nor would he 
whether the declaration of principles 
would be “sufficient for King Hus- 
sein (of Jordan) to join the ere 1

Discussing the Sinai settlements, 
Dayan noted that President Sadat 
had agreed to a IN presence in 
Sharm e-Sheikh.

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Shipping strike spreads 
to take in oil tankers

HAIFA. — The week-long shipping 
strike spread to the country's oil- 
tanker fleet yesterday as the joint 
strike committee of the officers and 
ratings unions decided to intensify, 
their strike. The committee, after a 
three-hour meeting. ordered the of- 
ficers to strike the tankera — but, at 
the same time, ordered the ratings to 


‘honour the labour court's back-to- 


work injunction. 

The decision to intensify the strike 

was seen by shippers as a gesture of 
despair, aimed at involving the 
government in the dispute and sav- 
ing the unions from facing the con- 
sequences of their strike. The strike 
is estimated already to have caused 
direct damage of over IL.20m. to the 
shipping companies, with much 
graver indirect damage to the coun- 
try’s exports and economy and the 
companies’ good will. 
The unions, which have now 
engaged the services of a 
profesgional spokesman, Mordechai 
Schiffman, announced through him 
after the meeting that they had 
decided to intensify the strike in 
reaction to ‘Zim having struck its 
fleet and stopped payments to 
crews." 

The charge was dismissed as 
“‘nonsense" by the company. 

Schiffman announced that the un- 
ions would also appeal to Premier 
Menahem Begin and send him a 
report on their side of the dispute. 
They will also send the report to the 
Histadrut — which did not approve 
the strike. 


The shipping companies com- 
mented that the decision would not 
move them, and that the unions will 
achieve nothing by force. The com- 
panies yesterday withdrew tkeir 
original offer for 25 per cent retroac- 
tive pay increases for 1976 and 1977, 
in view of the losses already caused 
by the strike. 

Shipping Companies Association 
director Shlomo Erel said the deci- 
sion showed that “destructive and 


irresponsible elements’? were still 
leading the unions. He considered 
thelr decision to strike the oil 
tankers ‘‘Insane"' and a direct 
pecan to the government and the 
country. 

Nevertheless, he said, the com- 
panies will not from their de- 
mand that before the ships sail agein 
8. total revision of codes of conduct 
must be agreed on. This, in order to 
cure the accumulated ills of the 
merchant marine, which has for the 
past five years been wracked by con- 
stant strikes and union disputes, 
Erei said. 

‘The companies, it . are 
willing to face the unions out to the 
end, at whatever cost to themselves. 
Their only fear is that the govern- 
ment may intervene and get the un- 
ions to end their strike by agreeing to 
accept a vague formula which will 
last no longer than the next strike, In 
which case all the damage and losses 
of the-present strike will have been 
in vain.

The two men were arrested at a 
site in Ramat Gan, where they had 
led police and reporters, when they 
produced leaflets and tubes of shav- 
ing cream bearing a yellow Star of 
David instead of the expected 
bombs. 

Tel Aviv Magistrate David Bar- 
Ophir sentenced them to two years’ 
imprisonment, suspended for uae 
years, on charges of 
cause alarm and ceapondeney. to ihe 
“public. 

The two pleaded guiity and told the 
court they wanted to protest against 
the delays in the trials of former 
Nazis involved in atrocities at the 
Maidanek concentration camp dur- 
ing the Second World War.

This had the desired effect on a few 
boys nearest me, but by this time -_ 
group was spread out all over the 
make path and was out of control.

More litter...which in despair I 
cleaned up myself, aided by my 
daughter and another girl. I must ad- 
mit that after the third food break, 
one of the teachers ordered the 
children to clean up the mess, but 


this was dene rather superficially 
alnee there waa no supervision. ᾿ 

Later the entire group wan taken 
on 8 “eondieted" tour of the sites, At 
the Roman baths some ef the pupila 
entered through the “exit.'’ causin, 
a neiny traffic jam inaide, I watehe:

At no time during our visit to 
Masada did I ses any of the teachers 
make Β serious effort to restrain the 
kids — if not out of consideration for 
other visitors, then at least for their 
own safety. 

The rest of the day was uneventful, 
except for the ride home when 12- 
year-olds normally let off most of 
their steam. Apart from the two- 
hour assault on the ear drums 
{which seemed to bother nobody but 
myseli and a dozen white-faced 
children huddled in the corners), 
there was a lot of good natured 
horse-play but at least one serious 
fight in which a boy nearly got his 
spectacles smashed. One boy opened 
the back window and sat on the 
ledge, his haunches jutting out of the

The really disturbing thing about 
thia whole businoss is that my 
daughtor's school is considered one 
of the country's fnost. About 20 por 
cont of the pupils are from kibbutsim 
and tho school claims with 
justifiable pride that it has carried 
out ἃ successful integration between 
Ashkenazi and Oriental, privileged 
and underprivileged children. The 
teachers, including the ones on our 
trip, are on the whole well-trained 
and dedicated, 

The only expidnation I can think of - 
is that somehow our educators have 
got their priorities wrong. For I 
humbly submit that inculcating good 
civic behaviour and elementary con- 
sideration for others is at least as im- 
portant as ancient history. 
Otherwise I, for one, will be glad not 
to be around when the ugly Israeli of 
tomorrow taker over.

Prime Minister Begin now offers 
them autonomy similar to that 
offered to Jews and Arebs under the 
British Mandate, which all of us re- 
jected outright. The autonomy now 
offered smacks of colonialism. I do 
not believe that any responsible 
Arab in the West Bank and Gaza 
would ever accept the functiona) 
autonomy offered by Begin and 
Dayan. 

I am fully aware of the risks in- 
volved in the creation of a sovereign 
Palestinian state, which both the 
PLO and the pro-Jewish media pic- 
ture as a radical entity under Soviet 
influence. a 

In my opinion, the best solution for 
all concerned would be a small 
Palestinian state,demilitarized for a 
given period. Sandwiched between 
pro-Western Jordan (backed by pro- 
Western Saudi Arabia) and Israel, it 
would be assisted by the West, with 
petro-dollars making it viable.

A small (temporarily) demilitarized Palestinian 
state, sandwiched in between a pro-Western Jordan 
and Israel, and itself depedent on Western aid, is

wise to refuse full acceptance of the 
Palestinians outside its present 
borders as subjects. The addition of 
the inhabitants of Gaza and the West 
Bank to the Palestinian population in 
Jordan might endanger the survival 
of the Hashemite rule, with Jordan 
becoming ‘‘greater Palestine,"’ 
more dangerous to Israel, the West 
and the pro-West states than a small 
temporarily 
demilitarized Palestinian state. 

1 therefore plead with my fellow- 
Israelis and Jews everywhere to 
follow the precepts of our sages: 
“Never do unto others what you do 
not want done unto you.’ Subjecting 
1,700,000 Palestinians, including the 
Araba in Israel, to the autonomy 
offered, is a time bomb which might 
jeopardize Israel's survival. 

Like many well-known strategists 
in Israel and abroad, I do not believe 
that territories are a guarantee of 
security. With push-button offensive 
and defensive weaponry in our 
atomic era, 84 total war between 
Israel and the Arabs around us 
would end in nothing less than an- 
nihilation of most of the populations 
involved and the obliteration of their 
property. Israel's very existence 


AS FOR the zettlementa in Sinai. 
Judea and Samaria, let us 
remember that Israel has thousands 
of Arabs living in. her midst as 
Israeli subjects, in areas which were 
not intended by the UN Partition 
Resolution of 1947 to be part of the 
Jewish State. Would we now ac- 
quiesce to Arab states. demanding 
that these Arabs be protected by the 
presence of an Arab military con- 
tingent? What we have accorded 
these Arabs may be granted te 
Jewish settlers in the occupied 
territories when evacuated, namely, 
that they may choose to remain un- 
der Egyptian, Syrian, or Palestinian 
rule, or return’to Israe}. 

‘ Another sore question needs 
clarification. Our net yearly im- 
migration figure is only 8 few thou- 
sand newcomers. By the end of this 
century the Arabs in Israel, Judea 
and Samaria — if retained under the 
suggested autonomy — will be an un- 
controllable minority, if not a ma- 
jority. Are we to force them out in an 
organized exodus? And what about 
the Jewishness of Israel? Would we 
not be achieving the aim of the PLO 
extremists by creating a secular 
democratie state, contrary to all

LITTLE, it seems, is new under the sun, after all. On the one 
hand the U.S. is offering its ‘good offices" in mediating the 
Arab-Israel dispute, so as to assure the long-term stability of the 
Middle East. On the other hand, the U.S. is acting to supply the 
Arab countries with masses of offensive weapons that could up- 
set even the fragile stability of the moment. 

The. latest major arms deal under consideration in 
Washington is for the sale of 60 F-15 fighter bombers — the most 
powerful existing vehicle of air war — to Saudi Arabia. 
Although Saudi Arabia is not, strictly speaking, a confrontation 
state, the Saudi airforce is certain to be thrown into the fray if 
another Israel-Arab war breaks out. 

Another mooted deal is for the supply of an undisclosed 
number of F-5 fighters directly to Egypt. 

To assure the required legislative approval, the Carter Ad- 
ministration will marshall some impressive arguments in sup- 
port of these transactions. It will tell doubting Senators that the 
surest way to keep the states of the region from warring among 
themselves and an the path of peace is to get them involved with 
America, even through the supply of arms. 

This, it will insiat, is alao the best way of serving the American 
national interest in the Middie Hast, and of holding down the in- 
fluence of the Soviets. 

For as against the extremist, Soviet-backed Tripoli-Baghdad 
axis, the U.S. is promoting a moderate Riyadh-Cairo axis, to 
which Teheran belongs as well. The military hardware sold to 
members of this latter group fosters a relation of dependency 
that should produce reasonableness, both political (readiness 
for settlement with Israel) and economic (aversion to steep oil 
price rises). 

Besides, such sales represent a splendid means of recycling 
petro-dollars, and keeping more Americans at work. 

As for the danger that this may pose to Israel, it ought to be 
minimal, administration officials will argue. Israel today is 
already strong enough to take on all the Arab states joined 
together; and it will be receiving arms aid itself. The weapons 
that may now, or in the future, be provided to Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia will not materially affect the military balance of power 
in the area. But if they cause Israel to be a trifle more flexible in 
the peace talks, no harm will be done. : 

Some such defence of its arms supply policy the Administra- 
tion will put up, not all of it necessarily for official attribution. 
That policy, however, may also be viewed in a somewhat 
different light. 

The most potent factor in triggering President Sadat's in- 
itiative has without a doubt-been Israel's deterrent capability. 
This capability may not extend to the actual prevention of war 
— Egypt still holds a war option, despite Russia's withholding of 
vital spare parts --- but it does effectively limit any rational ex- 
pectation of military gain from war. 

By strengthening the Arab armed forces appreciably at 
Israel's expense — which can be done even while continuing to 

, arm Israel — the U.S. may be seriously the Israeli 
deterrent, and weakening the Arab temptation to make peace. 

A relation of dependency is, moreover, no guarantee that the 
client will follow the patron's political lead; especially when the 
pope is himaelf as vulnerable to pressure — in this case, from 

‘ab oil — as the U.S. appears to be. It may be recalled that it 
was not the Soviet Union that pushed Egypt into 8 crossing of 
the Canal in October 1973. 

A case could be made for ἃ rigorously selective policy of non- 
offensive weapons supplies to peace-prone Arab countries, in 
line with President Carter's pledge to.cut down on America's 
role as the world's biggest merchant of means of destruction. 
What we are now witnessing, though, is the prospect of more 
moassive arms sales thet can have a serious impact on the 
tenuous equilibrium in ‘the area. 


Games our parties play 


A MALAISE of fragmentation has lately afflicted the country's 
political parties. Oddly enough, it has hurt the victorious coali- 
tion even worse than the defeated former ruling party. 

ες ‘The recent succession of government defeats, or at best 
narrow wins, in Knesset votes may have been partly due to lax 
discipline. But to no negligible degree it has also re-au'ted from 
Knesset Members firmly refusing to go along with t.1eir leaders’ 
wishes. 

A clear case of this has been the Premier's own Herut faction 

. within the Likud. Hawkish Herut legislators have teamed up 
with like-minded NRP representatives to oppose Mr. Begin's 
peace programme; while populist Herut MK's have joined with 
the Alignment to blast Mr. Ehrlich's stringent budgetary 
measures. 

The worst victim of this mutinous mood, however, has been 

. the Democratic Movement for Change. The threatened split in 
the party's ranks has just been averted, with the promise of 
more internal democracy. But the underlying differences have 
only been patched up; they have not been resolved. 

Party chairman Yadin has a point when he protesta that the 
DMC is being charged with failure to develop, within barely a 
year, the kind of cohesive character that atill eludes most older 
parties; and with failure to make its mark on the country's 
government in a mere two or three months, 

But the voters who gave the DMC its 15 Knesset seats did not 
cast their ballot for just another party; they did not expect the 
DMC to measure itself by the standards of the establishment.
